CHAPTER 152.

AN ACT T0 AUTHbRIZE JOINT SCHOOL PISTRICT NUMBER THIRTY, I
" MOWER AND FILLMORE COUNTIES, MINNESOTA, TO USE CERTAIN
FUNDS TO PAY OUTSTANDING INDEBTEDNESS.

Be it enucted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

SectioN 1. That joint school district No. 30,, in Mower and
Fillmore counties, Minnesota, is hereby authorized to pay all out-
standing orders and indebtedness accrued and aceruing, mn conse-
quence of repairing and re-seating the school house in said district,
out of any money in the treasury of said district not due for-
teacher’s wages, or otherwise appropriated. .

Srg, 2. It shall be the duty of the treasurer of said district to
‘pay on demand all ordersissued by the school board of said district
" 1n aceordance with section one of this act. .

Skc. 3. This aet shall take effect and be in force from and after
its passage,

THE COUNTIES OF HENNEPIN, WRIGHT, CARVER AND M’LEOD,

~ Wuereas, Under, and in pursuance of the provisions of chap-
ter one hundred and twenty-seven (127), of the special laws of the:
State of Minnesota, for the year one thousand eight hundred and
seventy-five (1875), and of chapter seventy-six (76) and two hun.
dred and forty (240), of the special laws of one thousand eight
hundred and seventy-seven (1877), certain towns and villages in
the counties of Hennepin, Wright, Carver, and McLeod, have
voted, and agreed to donate, transfer or appropriate the bonds of
such towns and villages, to aid in the construction of that portion
of the branch lines of the Minneapolis and St. Louis railway,
heretofore named and designated, in the manuner provided by law,.
